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To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors 


MR.  MAYOR  AND  GENTLEMEN, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  the  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  ending  31st  December,  1962. 

There  were  no  significant  changes  in  the  statistics  of  the 
area  other  than  a lower  Birth  Rate  and  higher  Death  Rate, 
and  these  two  factors  may  have  been  responsible  for  a reduced 
"Increase”  in  the  population  as  compared  with  1961. 

Heart  disease  remained  the  greatest  “killer”  (26%  of  all 
deaths),  and  Coronary  Heart  Disease  accounted  for  almost 
half  of  the  deaths  from  this  cause  (in  1961  only  one  third). 
Deaths  from  Vascular  Lesions  of  the  Central  Nervous  System 
and  Cancer  approximated  closely  to  last  year’s  figures  and 
together  formed  the  second  and  third  major  causes  of  death. 

During  the  year  a County  Welfare  Committee  for  the 
Elderly  was  set  up  in  Montgomeryshire  to  implement  the 
extended  powers  given  to  the  Local  Authorities  under  the 
National  Assistance  Act,  1948  (Amendment)  Act,  1962,  in 
relation  to  the  provision  of  “ Meals-on-Wheels.”  and 
recreational  facilities  for  elderly  people.  I referred  in  my 
Annual  Report  last  year  to  the  real  necessity  for  supplying 
meals,  in  particular,  to  the  elderly  and  handicapped  amidst 
us,  to  enable  them  to  remain  in  their  own  homes  and  it  is 
hoped  that  the  necessary  steps  will  be  taken  to  put  these 
wheels  in  motion  very  soon. 

The  position  in  relation  to  the  new  sewerage  scheme  re- 
mained unchanged  due  to  the  difficulty  encountered  in  acquir- 
ing the  site  for  the  works.  This,  of  course,  meant  that  for 
yet  another  year,  the  Council  were  unable  to  build  any  new 
houses,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  there  was  no  reduction  in 
the  number  of  housing  applicants.  In  the  meantime,  a vicious 
circle  was  in  existence  regarding  the  “ re-letting  ” of  sub- 
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standard  houses;  when  the  existing  tenant  of  such  a house 
was  allocated  a new  one,  the  old  house  still  remained  in  circu- 
lation and  became  re-occupied;  in  less  time  than  it  takes  to 
write  this  sentence,  I,  as  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  was 
approached  by  the  new  tenant  and  asked  to  use  my  influence 
to  obtain  a council  house  for  them,  on  the  grounds  that  I 
had  made  a similar  appeal  to  the  Council  for  the  previous 
tenant.  The  circle  was  now  completed.  This  situation  is  to 
be  deprecated,  and  every  effort  should  be  made  to  overcome 
the  obstacles  in  the  way  of  future  development  in  the 
Borough  and  clear  the  way  for  a real  onslaught  on  the 
demolition  of  insanitary  houses. 

Yet  another  problem  arose  during  the  year,  one  that  has 
existed  some  considerable  time,  indeed.  The  Shropshire 
Union  canal  became  the  subject  of  many  complaints  which 
were  passed  on  to  the  responsible  body,  namely,  the  British 
Transport  Waterways.  At  the  same  time  it  also  came  to 
light  that  crude  sewerage  from  two  dwellings  discharged, 
untreated,  into  the  canal,  and  steps  were  taken  to  remedy  the 
defects. 

The  standard  of  Food  Hygiene  in  the  Borough  was  not 
generally  satisfactory  and  complaints  continued  to  be  re- 
ceived regarding  the  cleanliness  of  certain  shops,  cafes  and 
bakeries.  To  give  one  instance,  a visitor  to  the  town  com- 
plained that  the  crockery  in  use  was  cracked;  yet  another 
visitor  complained  of  the  inadequacy  of  toilet  facilities  at 
one  establishment,  and  I,  myself,  observed  a dog  sitting  on 
a ledge  where  bread  was  displayed  for  sale  in  a shop  window. 
We  circulated  posters  and  pamphlets  in  the  town  and  the 
Public  Health  Inspectors  continued  to  offer  advice. 

It  is  our  intention  to  make  a detailed  survey  of  all  premises 
where  food  is  prepared  or  sold  to  the  public  to  ensure  that 
the  Bye-laws  relating  to  Food  Hygiene  are  complied  with. 
It  is  absolutely  essential  to  impress  upon  food  handlers  the 
necessity  for  scrupulous  cleanliness  where  food  is  being  pre- 
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pared  or  sold.  I know  we  shall  be  challenged  and  it  will  be 
pointed  out  to  us  that  there  were  no  outbreaks  of  food 
poisoning  in  1962;  that  is  so,  but,  on  the  other  hand,  there 
have  been  many  cases  of  mild  intestinal  disorder,  not  directly 
attributable  to  one  particular  cause. 

Storage  of  food  is  important  and  the  Food  Hygiene  Regu- 
lations of  1955  define  precise  conditions  of  storage.  Frozen 
foods  are  admirable  only  so  long  as  the  housewife  follows 
carefully  the  instructions  as  to  storage  which  should  never 
be  disregarded. 

Controversy  arose  during  the  year  on  the  question  of 
“ Fluoridation  of  Water  Supplies.”  In  Welshpool,  the  con- 
sensus of  opinion  was  that,  with  several  small  water  under- 
takings to  deal  with,  the  administration  of  such  a scheme 
would  at  present  be  impracticable,  but  I trust  that  the  matter 
will  be  reviewed  at  a later  stage  when  the  new  Montgomery- 
shire Water  Board  takes  over  in  April,  1963. 

Infectious  Diseases  Notifications  in  1962  were  remarkably 
few,  since  an  epidemic  of  Measles  occurred  in  a neighbouring 
district.  For  the  first  year  on  record  no  deaths  from  tuber- 
culosis occurred  in  the  County. 

In  conclusion,  I would  like  to  thank  Mr.  Lodge,  the  Chief 
Public  Health  Inspector  and  Surveyor,  for  preparing  the 
part  of  the  report  relating  to  “ The  Sanitary  Circumstances 
of  the  area.”  My  thanks  are  also  due  to  him  and  to  his 
staff  for  the  assistance  they  have  given  me  during  the  year.

INFANT  MORTALITY 

The  one  infant  death  under  one  year  of  age  was  that  of  a 
legitimate  female  aged  5 minutes.  The  cause  of  death  was 
given  as  “ Hydrops  foetalis.”  The  mother  was  admitted  to 
hospital  as  an  emergency  at  36  weeks  gestation. 
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Hydrops  foetalis  is  a condition  resulting  in  oedema,  or 
swelling  of  the  tissues  of  the  infant,  and  is  caused  by  in- 
compatibility of  the  parents’  blood  (i.e..  Rhesus  positive  and 
Rhesus  negative  factors).  Hydrops  foetalis  is  usually  fatal 
just  before  or  immediately  after  birth.  Commonly,  it  is  the 
second  child  in  the  family  which  is  affected.  In  this  par- 
ticular instance  the  parents’  blood  was  incompatable.  It  is 
interesting,  but  of  not  any  particular  significance  to  note, 
that  the  mother  suffered  from  an  acute  duodenal  ulcer.

342  houses,  41  farms,  including  farmhouses,  1 hospital,  68 
drinking  troughs  (not  metered),  8 other  properties,  13  stand- 
pipes, 2 schools.

FOOD  CLEANLINESS: 

12  inspections  were  made  during  the  year  to  ensure  com- 
pliance with  the  Council’s  byelaws  relating  to  the  handling 
and  delivery  of  food. 


SLAUGHTERHOUSES : 

The  Slaughterhouses  (Hygiene)  Regulations.  (Appointed 
Day — ^No.  4)  Order,  1961.  The  Slaughter  of  Animals  (Pre- 
vention of  Cruelty)  Regulations.  (Appointed  Day — No.  4) 
Order,  1961,  came  into  force  on  the  1st  January,  1962. 


There  is  one  Slaughterhouse  in  the  Borough,  situated  in 
Henfaes  Lane,  Welshpool,  which  is  a modem  building  with 
proper  facilities  for  slaughtering  of  all  kinds  of  stock  and 
was  opened  for  use  on  the  1st  January,  1962.  All  other 
private  slaughterhouses  were  closed  on  the  31st  December, 
1961. 

MEAT  INSPECTION: 

During  the  past  twelve  months  the  following  carcasses  were 
inspected: — 112  Cattle,  1,630  Sheep,  2.128  Pigs  and  Sows. 

MEAT  CONDEMNED: 

2 beasts  livers,  62  sheeps  livers,  3 pigs  plucks,  201bs.  lamb, 
99  pigs  liver,  1 sow,  7 sheep,  33  sows  and  pigs  heads,  36 
sheeps  plucks. 
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3.  SEWERAGE. 

TOWN: 

5 houses  have  been  connected  to  the  sewer  during  the 
year.  Discharge  of  sewage  is  still  into  the  River  Severn. 
Negotiations  are  still  proceeding  for  the  acquisition  of  the 
necessary  land  for  the  new  sewage  disposal  works.  A flow 
recorder  has  been  installed  on  the  trunk  sewer  to  assist  in 
the  design  of  the  new  works.  Extensive  work  has  been 
necessary  to  clear  the  trunk  sewer  which  bcame  partially 
blocked. 

GUILSFIELD: 

This  village  is  sewered  on  the  combined  system  to  a dis- 
posal plant  which  receives  regular  attention.  A new  surface 
water  sewer  has  been  laid  to  the  new  private  housing  site, 
with  discharge  into  the  stream. 

TREWERN: 

The  Council’s  housing  estate  is  sewered  on  the  separate 
system,  the  sewage  being  treated  at  the  sewage  disposal 
plant  which  is  maintained  in  good  order. 

CASTLE  CAEREINION: 

This  village  is  sewered  on  the  combined  system  to  an 
unsatisfactory  disposal  plant.  A scheme  for  new  sewage 
disposal  works  has  been  prepared  and  submitted  to  the 
ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  for  approval. 

POOL  QUAY: 

The  disposal  plant  for  this  village  is  maintained  in  good 
order. 

4.  DRAINS. 

All  drains  laid  were  tested  by  the  department. 

5.  SANITARY  INSPECTIONS 

Two  informal  notices  were  served  during  the  year. 
Numerous  blocked  drains  were  dealt  with  without  serving 
of  any  notices. 
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6.  FACTORIES  ACT,  1947.

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TUBERCULOSIS. 


One  new  case  of  Respiratory  Tuberculosis  was  notified. 
There  were  no  deaths  from  this  disease.  For  the  first  year 
on  record  no  deaths  attributable  to  tuberculosis  occurred  in 
the  County. 


In  the  preventive  field,  the  B.C.G.  vaccination  of  School- 
leavers  continued  in  the  Welshpool  High  and  Secondary 
Schools,  where  203  pupils  were  tested;  138  were  found  to 
require  vaccination  and  138  accepted. 


The  Mass  Radiography  Unit  made  14  visits  to  Welshpool 
to  the  fixed  location  and  in  addition  carried  out  nine  special 
surveys  in  the  Borough.  At  the  fixed  Location  Centre  279 
people  were  examined  and  10  of  these  were  found  to  have 
chest  abnormalities,  5 requiring  further  investigation  at  the 
chest  clinic.  In  addition,  7 special  surveys  of  factory  groups 
were  made  and  three  people  were  found  to  have  chest  abnor- 
malities. They  did  not  require  further  investigation  at  the 
clinic. 


POLIOMYELITIS. 

The  administration  of  oral  vaccine  was  commenced  during 
the  year  and  is  gradually  replacing  the  need  for  “injections.” 
It  is  still  the  practice  to  offer  protection  to  persons  under 
40  years  of  age  and  those  at  special  risk.  All  children 
receive  a further  “ booster  ” dose  just  prior  to  school  entry 
or  as  soon  as  possible  after  that  date. 

Unfortunately,  the  public  are  again  becoming  apathetic 
towards  poliomyelitis  immunisation,  and  the  numbers  failing 
to  attend  in  Welshpool  would  appear  to  be  well  over  50  per 
cent,  of  notification.  It  is  true  that  no  cases  of  poliomyelitis 
have  occurred  in  the  county,  but  the  possiblity  is  always, 
present. 
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SMALLPOX. 

In  January  and  February  of  1962  further  cases  of  Small- 
pox occurred  in  the  country  and  2 contacts  arrived  in  the 
northern  part  of  the  county  where  they  were  kept  under 
daily  surveillance.  No  cases  resulted. 

Parents  attending  the  Welfare  Clinic  are  now  advised  to 
have  their  babies  vaccinated  between  1 — 2 years,  that  is  after 
completing  immunisation  for  Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough, 
and  Tetanus. 
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
